The Fixing of the Federal Judicial 
Salaries. 


SOUTHERN JUDGES HEAVILY WORKED 


And Therefore Their Salaries Should be on 
a Par With those of the 
Northern States. 


Macon, Ga., March 16.—{Special.]—Judge 
John D. Stewart, the powerful and successful 
new member from the fifth district, tele- 
graphed agentleman here today that the house 
judiciary committee in Washington will fix 
the increase of salaries of the federal judges 
on Monday next. Itissaid by some that the 
increase in Georgia will be only five hundred 
dollars, but the members of the bar discredit 
this. It is known that Judge Speer is at work 
in court nearly the whole year. He presides 
in two districts of seventy-nine counties. He 
does all the admiralty work of the state, and 
the circuit judge has tried but one 
case in his district for three years, There are 
in the northern district, by the census, eight 
hundred and fifty-three thousand nine hundred 
and five people, and one hundred and thirty- 
two milions seven hundred and thirty thousand 
and one hundred and sixty-eight dollars worth 
of assessed values more than the northern 
district. The southern district has 
twenty-one counties, one hundred 
and sixty-five thousand six Aundnd 
and thirty people, and $25,987,757 in~money 
more than the northern district. Nebody 
thinks Judges Newman and Speer should -be 
discriminated against in favor of northern 
judzes.

THE URGENT DEFICIENCY BILL. 


Whe House Considers Senate Amendments— 
Private Pension Bilis. 

WasnHIvnetron, March 16.—In the house Mr. 
Mills, of Texas, asked unanimous consent that 
the wavs and means committee be permitted 
to sit during sessions of the house, but Mr. 
Burrows, of Michigan, objected. 

Among the petitions presented and referred 
were the following: 

By Mr. Williams, of Ohio, for the passage of 
the service pension bill. 

The committee on foreign affairs, reported 
the joint resolution to promote commercial 
union with Canada. Placed on the house cal- 
ander. 

The committee on Indian affairs reporied 
the Indian appropriation bill. Referred to the 
committee of the whole. 

The committee on postoffices and postroads 
reported a bill providing that seeds, plants, 
bulbs and scions shall be classed as third-rate 
mailable matter and shall be carried through 
the mails at the rate of one cent for each two 
ounces. Placed on house calendar. 

‘The house finished consideration of senate 
amendments to the urgent deficiency bill, and 
incorporated a new amendment appropriating 
$927,000 to reimburse acts for the expenses of 
repelling invasion and suppressing Indian hos- 
tilities. In speaking to one of the amenid- 
ments, Mr. Buchanan, of New Jersey, branch- 
ed off to the subject of the tariff and read a 
memorial addressed to the committee on ways 
and ineans signed by working men and women 
in a New Jersey pottery, stating that 
they note with alarm that’ a_ bill. 
has been presented to the committee which 
will greatly reduce the duty on pottery and 
lead toaruinous reduction of their wages. 
These petitions, said Mr. Buchanan, could not 
be heard in the American congress or before 
any committee, except in this, he admitted, 
surreptitious way. [| Laughter. } 

The honse insisted upon retaining the clause 
appropriating a@ huvdred thousand dollars for 
the purpose of lengthening the dry dock at the 
Brooklyn navy yard, and Messrs. Burnes, 
Sayres and McComas were appointed con- 
ferees. 

Half a dozen bills of a private character were 
passed, 

The house then, at 5 o'clock, took a recess 
until 7:30, the evening session being for the 
Consideration of pension bills. 

The house at its evening session passed 
thirty-five pension bills and at 10:30 adjourned 
until tomorrow.

A Commercial Union with Canada—Reduc- 
- tion of Postage on Seeds. 


PP heaiprccbsinry » March 16.—Tbe house foreign 
airs committee, in reporting the joint reso- 

ution to promote a commercial union with 
Canada, says the resolution does not contein- 
plate any action on our part at present, but 
whenever the dominion ef Canada shall have 
declared a desire for commercial union with a 
common tariff, like intefmal revenue taxes, 
like duties on articles” imported nto either 
country from abroad and duties on trade be- 
tween the United States and Canada, then the 
president is authorized to appoint three com- 
missioners to meet those who may be design- 
ated to represent Canada in order to prepare 
a plan for a commercial union by assimilating 
the tariffs and internal revenue taxes of the 
two countries, now not very widely different, 
and an equitable method of dividing receipts, 
which they shall report to the president, who 
shall lay it before congress. 

The whole subject of our relations with 
Canada is kept under control of congress. ~ It 
is not deemed necessary to here discuss the 
inerits of a commercial union or the details or 
arrangements that will bs necessary. Your 
committee believe that the power heréin eon- 
ferred upon the president can doue harm; that 
it will be wisely used and will lead to beneti- 
cient results. promoting the independenee, 
prosperity and peace of two great peoples. 

In reporting the Lill to recuce postage on 
seeds, bulbs, etc., the house committee on 
postofiices says that the demand for a reduc- 
tion of postage on this class of matter seems 
t» be based on justice and sound public policy.

Fhe ways and means committee again con- 
sidered the internal reveuue section of the 
Mills bill today and completed it with the ex- 
ception of paragraphs relating to the destruc- 
tion of “wage distillery apparatus 
and to the treatment’ of prisoners 
whose health is. jropudized by con- 
finement. Over these sevtions there was some 
d-fference of opinion, and it was evident that 
the republicans will vote against them when 
the committee meets again. There was also 
strong opposition on the part of the minority to 
a motion made by Mr. Mills that the house be 
requested to grant the committee leave to sit 
durine its sessions, but it was carried never- 
theless. 

House committee on postoffice has author- 
ized an adverse report on joint resolution to 
require the postmaster-general to discontinue 
the use of green 2-cent stamps and-to use the 
terra cotta 2-cent stamp. 

The Indian appropriation bill reported to the 
house today appropriates $5,192,253, being $96,- 
O00 less than this year’s appropriation and 
$296,000 less than the estimates. It includes 
$2,858,7°S for the payment of the Choctaw 
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EP AWAY. 
The President Sends the Chinese Treaty to 
the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The president to- 
day sent the new Chinese treaty to the senate, 
but it has not yet been laid before that body, 
as no secret session has been held since its 
arrival. 

Its main features have been from time to 
time published. Itis understood that the pres- 
ident recommends in his message of transmit- 
tal that the injunction of secrecy be at once 
remoygd from the treaty. An accompanying 
paper by Secretary Bayard explains the fea- 
tures of the treaty, and gives his idea of its 
negotiation from the time the present admin- 
istration entered office. The treaty by its 
terms runs twenty years. 

A Chinese laborer who has one thousand 
dollars worth of property here, or that amount 
due to him here, or who has a lawful husband 


‘or wife, or parent or child in this country, may, 


if absent, return within one year, or if detained 
by iMness, the time may be extended to two 
years. No other Chinese laborers .may come 
inon any terms. 

Chinese merchants, scholars and students 
may come only when provided with certificates 
vized by an American consul. The treaty 
binds this country to pay to the Chinese min- 
ister $276,0C0 within one year, which sum shall 
be accepted as a full settlement of all claims 
against the United States or her citizens for 
loss or injury suffered by Chinamen here. 


THE EXPENSE OF ARRESTS. 


The Attorney-General’s Reply to a House 
Resolution. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The attorney-gen- 
eral today sent in his reply tothe house resolu- 
tion of inquiry relative tothe expense of ar- 
resting persons for violations of internal reve- 
nue laws. He says the unntsual expenses nec- 
essary in making the arrest of illicit distillers 
have been authorized in the northern districts 
of Alabama and Georgia, and North and South 
Carolina‘and the western district of Virginia. 
The authority granted tou marshals was to em- 
ploy efticient deputies to accompany revenue 
agents in making arrests: The reason for giv- 
ing this authority was that deputies 
were found to be necessary to 
guide officers to the hills and 
hiding places where the illicit distillers could 
be found, and were often found, and whose 
arrest would otherwise have been impractica- 
ble. The ordinary compensation would be in- 
sufticient for these services, avd the limit fixed 
forsuch expenses range from $100 in the 
eastern district to 8400 in the western district 
of North Carolina. The department has no 
knowledge that its instructions have been mis- 
understood or yiolated by marshals, and in no 
case has maximum compensation fixed by the 
department been exceeded or has any part of 
judicial appropriation been expended for pay 
of revenue agents except as deputy marshals. 
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ADMISSION OF UTAH. 


Senator Butler's Bill Providing the Necessary 
Gualifications. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The bill intro- 
duced by Senator Butler today for the admis- 
sion of Utah as a state provides that the quali- 
tications necessary to take part in the election 
of delegatesto the constitutional convention, 
directed to be held by the bill, shail be the 
same as are now required in elections of mem- 
bers of the territorial legislative assemblies. 
The Utah commission is granted power to ap- 
portion the state into fifteen election districts 
and ata regular annual election in August, 
1888, delegates shall bé chosen to a constitu- 
tional convention to meet at Salt Lake 
City on the second Tuesday in Decei- 
ber, 1888. If, after organization, the delegates 
shall adopt the constitution of the United 
States they shallhave therightto frame a 
state constitution which shall contain, among 
other things, an irrevocable ordinance provid- 
ing that perfect toleration of religious senti- 
ment shall be secured and that no inhabitant 
of the state shall ever be molested in person or 
property on acount of his mode of religious 
worship. If the constitution formed by this 
convention shall be ratified bythe people of 
the territory, the president 1s required to issue 
a proclamation admitting the state into the 
union.

WOMAN TAKES POSITION AS FIREMAN 


Chief Arthur Says the Men Are Acting With- 
out Orders—He Professes to Know ; 
Nothing About the Strike.

“It is nothing less than open rebellion, for it 
looks much as if either the men were tired of 
the grand officer’s advice, or willfully disre- 
garding their duties to the laws and constitu- 
tion.

General officers of the Santa Fe company 
here express complete surprise, and. say they 
have not handled Burlington freight. 

A special from Topeka, Kansas, says Gen- 
eral Manager Goddard, General Trafhe Mana- 
ger White and General Superintendent Sands 
were at the Santa Fe ofiice until an early hour 
this morning, and were in constant telegraph- 
ic communication with division superinten- 
dents allalong the system. The report from 
these superintendents was thatthe men have 
gone outall along the line, and business 1s 
practically suspended, except passenger trains, 
which are now onthe road, which will not be 
stopped until they reach the end of the line. 
There are about seven hundred engineers and 
seven hundred firemen employed on the Santa 
Fe system, and twenty-eicht hundred train- 
men employed with them, making 4,200 men 
thrown directly out of empioyment. 

A dispatch from Decatur, Illinois, says: 
A number of local members of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers had a confer- 
ence last evening with Jason Rogers, railroad 
and wareliouse commissioner, with reference 
to the power of the state board to com) el the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy company te 
employ competent engineers and firemen in 
running trains. The conference lasted an 
hour, the engineers leaving the commiss oner, 
impressed with the fact that, under the law, 
the state board had no power to give the pecs 
ple, or strikers, relief. Si.o 11 shippers and 
people along the line of the road enter a form- 
al complaint against the Burlingion company, 
and file it, then the board wouid be authorized 
to make an investigation.

Denver, Col., March 16.—The situation in 
the Santa Festrike remains unchanged. The 
company attempted to send out the Chicago 
and Kansas City express tonight, but the en- 
gineers refused to report for duty, and the 
train had tobe sent back to the yards. 

THE ENGINEERS’ STATEMENT. 

New York, March 16.—The press commit- 
tee, of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, tonight issued a statement, in the 
course of which they assert that the recent 
action of the eastern divisions of the brother- 
hood, was entirely spontaneous. 

_ “The grand chief knew nothing of their in- 
tention,’’ says the statement, ‘“‘until he read 
reports of their meeting at Tammany hall, 
Sunday, March 4th. The action of last Sun- 
day's meeting was simply a confirmation of 
the meeting’s resolve. And the course based 
on this resolution was mapped out, so as to 
avoid a conflict with laws designed to pro- 
tect corporations. Thestatement made, with 
regard to President Depew’s position, with 
reference to the Chicago, burlington and 
Quincy strike, was merely a surmise, and 
whatever may have been said by an individual 
is not entitled toany consideration. The re- 
ports circulated by the “‘Q’’ management to 
the effect that the strike is weakening are un- 
founded, and 1f the ‘‘Q”’ people want to play 
‘freeze out” the brotherhood is ready for them. 
The Brotherhood of Engineers and Firemen is 
ready to pay their striking members from $40 
to $75 per month for a yearif necessary. The 
feeling that the strike must: be won atall 
hazards is as strong today as ever, and though 
extreme measures are to be regretted they 
wili be tried if necessary. About 1,700 engi- 
neers and firemen on the ‘‘Q’’system are now 
out, and including the men on the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe and Burlington and 
Northwestern roads, fu)ly 30,000 men are out. 
Not one of the bretherhood men on strike has 
gone back.”

CAUSE OF THE STRIKE. 

KANSAS City, Mo., March 16.—11.30°. m. 
Interviews with a number of striking engineers 
onthe Santa Fe road develops the fact that 
they have examined the lists of the stockhold- 
ers on the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
and the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, and 
find that a considerable number of the Santa 
Fe stockholders are also largeky interested in 
the “Q.”’ They say that they came to the con- 
clusion that they would dip into beth poekets 
at once and let these men feel the full offects 
of the strike by crippling their resources. 

All trains on the Gulf system and on the 
Missouri Pacific are moving promptly on time, 
and the engineers say positively that there wil! 
be no trouble on the Missouri Pacific, but claim 
to know nothing regarding the Gulf road. 
Train No. 5 on the Santa Ife, due to leave at 
10:15, is still standing on the track With its 
passengers in seats and mail and express mat- 
ter in the car. No. 5; dueto leave at 11:20, has 
been abandoned, but the superintendent says 
No. 3 will go out. 

A crowd of about 500 men surrounded the 
train on the track,, being composed of the 
rougher element. The engineers are quiet and 
orderly and remain away fromthe depot. The 
grievance committee of the Sante Fe cannot 
be found, as the members are not together. but 
are each at his division and all work and com- 
muutieations is done secretly and by cipher. 

Reports from points along the line of the 
Santa Fe show a complete blockade of both 
freight and passenger trafiic. 

THE AMOUNT OF FREIGHT BLOCKADED. . 

Torrxka, Kansas, March 16.—General Mana- 
ver Goddard says: 

“The amount of perishable freight on the 
line between California and Chicago is larger 
than usual, amounting to about eighty-hve 
carloads. nearly all of which is stock and fruit. 
It cannot be moved and if the strike continues 
any length of time the conipany will be liable 
for the whole amount. In addition to this, 
there are over 1,100 carloads of merchandise 
tied up on the various divisions.”’

THE GREAT STORM. 


The Snow Fast Disappearing—Accidents on 
the Rail. 

New Yors, March 16.—As New York, with 
its ottiving suburban districts, slowly emerges 
from the ice and. suow, further reports of the 
loss of life from the late blizzard comein. Just 
how many people have met their fate in the 
icy blast of last Monday will not be known for 
some time. Nearly thirty deaths are, how- 
ever, known to have occurred. The victims 
included alike the warmly clad merchant and 
the thinly clad tramp who gave up his life 
while wandering an outcast inthe storm. It 
is cloudy, but warm, this morning, and the 
snow is fast disappearing. Main thoroughfares 
have been cleared, and all but a few side streets 
are now passable.

The Impressive Services—The March from 
the Cathedral to the Mansoleam— 
Scenes Along the Kente.

Beri, March 16.—Bismarck and Von 
Moltke were not present at the service in the 
cathedral, nor did they take part in the pro- 
cession to the mausoleum. ‘The service in the 
cathedral began with a soft prelude on the 
organ, during which the mourners began to 
assemble. Dr. Koegie read passages from the 
nineteenth Psalm and verses 25 and “i of the 
eleventh chapter of John. The choir sang ‘I 
Know that My Redeemer Liveth.”’ 

Passages were then read from Psalm ninety- 
one and Timothy fourth chapter, seventh and 
eighth verses, the chaplain concluding with 
the words, ‘‘ Blessed are they who die in the 
Lord, now and evermore."’ The choir re- 
sponded with the words, ‘‘ Yea, the spirit saith 
they shall rest from their labors; their work 
shall live arter them.’’ The choir then in- 
toned ‘‘What God Doth is Well Done.” 

The cathedral presented a most solemn and 
impressive appearance. When the soft organ 
prelude began, the court chamberlain and 
ministers took positions behind tabontets bear- 
General Von Pape, 
hoiding the imperial standard, then stationed 
himself at the head of the coffin; Count 
Lehnderff and Prince Radziwill, late em- 
peror’s aides-de-camip, with drawn swords, 
standing on either side of him, and the adju- 
tant-general and other aides standing together 
at the foot of the coffin, While the organ stiil 
played the royalties entered, Prince William 
arriving at noon. Atasignatfrom the chief 
master of ceremonies, the organ broke inte 
swelling tones and the service was begun. 

Prince William stood inthe middle of the 
nave, behind the imperial standard. Along 
side of him were the king of Saxony, the king 
of Belgium and the king of Roumania. Clore 
by stood the grand duke of Baden, Princes 
Albrecht and Henrv, and other princes of the 
royal house of Prussia; prince imperial of Aus- 
tria, }rince imperial of Prussia; Grand Dukes 
Michael. and Nicholas of Lussia, prince of 
Wales, crown prince of Italy, crown prince of 
Denmark and thé crown prince of Greece, all 
in uniform of thelr respective countries. The 
princess of Bavaria, the grand duke of Hesse, 
and other notables and foreign representatives, 
including General Billot, of France, and his 
suite, formed the next rows inthe nave. The 
diplomatic pew was crowded. 

The scene in the cathedral was truly memor- 
able when, mid the strains of the final chorus 
and the sharp rattle of volleys outside, twelve 
regimental commanders, slowly and reverent- 
ly, raised the cofiin fiom its resting place, 
moved forward with iton their shoulders to 
the principal door. Before them walked high 
court officials. On either side of the coffin 
were ministers of state, bearing on cushions 
the imperial crown and sceptre and other in- 
signia. Abovethe coffin waved the imperial 
standard, borne by General Von Pape. On 
each side of him walked an officer witha 
drawn sword. 

The royalties assumed positions in the cor- 
tege in due order. <As the coflin reached the 
door the drummers of military bands outside 
beat a deafening tattoo. This was the signal 
for the troops to prepare to march. While the 
procession was forming. the bands played 
Chopin’s ‘“‘Marehe Funebre,”’ tie sounds cf 
tolling of church bel!s mingling with the 
strains. The formation of the cortege occe:- 
pied some time, but was effected in an order- 
ly manner in rigid accordance with the official 
programme. ‘The couspirous abseix e ot the 
emperor and Count Von Moltke and Prince 
Bismarck was deeply regretted. This was the 
only prominent change in the arranget.en s. 
The procession was in every Way worthy of 
the oceasion. The military display was mag- 
niticent, though sombre. ‘Lhe entire escort, 
comprising the elite of the army, wore dark

All surroundings of the funeral 
were invested with solemnity. 

In the morning French General Billot 
placed on the coffin a superb garland of roses, 
violets and camelias.

“eussing” and little speed, carried Uncle 
Sam’s mails from stage to stage. 

Rather more than twenty years-ago there 
was, about midway between Denver and Colo- 
rado springs, a pointon the road where the 
broad valley narrowed into adeep and wild 
orge, known as the George Washington G ulch. 

he gorge is there yct, [ presume, but the 
name has apparently disappeared, there being 
no such station on the railway, nor, so far as I 
ean discover, such a place on the revised maps 
of Colorado. But in those old days George 
Washington Gulch was a relay station of the 
Denver stage line. Leaving Indians out of the 
question, they being of a ubiquitous nature, 
the resident population of the gulch 
numbered three souls, all toid, while a 
census would have revealed the fact that these 
all oceuy ied the same dwelling house. here 
was in those times notown or settlement oi any 
account between Denver and the springs, so 
that the stage company was compelled to es- 
tablish a number of stations at perfectly wild 
and unpopulated points, to aficct proper 
changes of horses. So arough shed had been 
erected in the guich to duduty asa barn for 
the accommodation of the four horses usually 
to be found there; while adjoining was a fraine 
mansion, consisting of one apartment, which 
served as siceping-room, parlor, dining-hall, 
and kitchen for the three inhabitants, as well 


_as being the official headquarters of the Hon. 


Samuel Green, who, in addition to his position 
as agent of the stuge compauy, held a post- 
master’s commission from the president of tle 
United States. 

The Honorable—he it remembered that Mr. 
Green was a government official, though no 
postoftice business had ever passed threugh his 
hands, not even a letter toorfrom himself, 
unless we count those which had to co with 
the stage business and went ‘‘deadhead’’—the 
Honorable Samuc! Green’s companions in tne 
solitude of the Gulch were anegro named 
Ananias—doubtless from his propensity for 
prevarication—who was chief erooin of the 
stables; and a half-breed Indian, whose main 
occupation was totrap and sheot game anc 
then cook it. The latter individual was 
known as Francis Murphy, and his chief fail- 
ing was a fondness for undiluted whisky. 

At the close of a fair snmmer day, the Hon. 
Samuel Green, with Messrs. Murphy and 
Ananias, sat together on a bench placed along 
the front of their residence. The two last 
named gentlemen were still enovgh to justify 
one in the supposition that they must be 
sleeping: but the Hon. Samuel was _ busily 
engaged in rapping and rubbing two or three 
little pieces of rock which lay in the palm of 
one of his hands. He was evidently much in- 
terested, 

“?*Nias,’’ said he at last. 

“Sah,” responded the wooly-headed darky, 
rubbing his heavy eyes. 

“I’m a-goin’ through to Denver with Bill to- 
morrow.” (Bill was oue of the drivers on the 
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stage line; the other was Si—abbreviated from 
Silas.) The postmaster continued: ‘You an’ 
Francis Murphy keep awake part o’ tho time, 
an’ sorter waich things while l’m gone—do yer 
ketch on?’ 

“Ves, in course, sah.’ 

Four days later the Hon. Samuel Green re- 
turned to the Gulch fromgDenver, and brought 
with him a regular mining kit—picks, mat- 
tocks, hammers, shoycls, blasting-powder and 
other useful articles. 

Two weeks pas:ed and again, the postmas- 
ter of George Wa hingionGu'ch “went through 
with Bill’’—this time loaded down with sam- 
ples of rich si'ver ore. 

By the following spring the Gulch was alive 
with a population of over three hundred 
white men and three women—not counting 
Indians and Chinese. George Washington 
Gulch contained a rich yein of silver—enough 
tomake it a scene of much activity for tive 
whole years. 

About a year after the postmaster’s impor- 
tant trip to Denver, George Washington Gulch 
was floating bravely ona fioodtide of wealth 
and prosperity.

Hence, when Parson Jim e¢ame to 
the Gulch and announced hiinself a3 a preach- 
er, the miners asked ne questions. They did 
not take “much stock” in preaching, but they 
were disposed to give the newcomer a‘‘show ;”

A Revival of the Work Through- 
out the Statr 


The Thomasville aud Tallahassee — The 
Atlanta and Great Weatern—The Geor- 
gia, Carolina and Northern. 


THE GEORGIA, CAROLINA AND NORTHERN. 
From ihe Athens, Ga., Banner, 

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern is now 
as much of a certainty as the Macon and Cov- 
ington. Ahout fifty miles has been graded and 
crossties are being iaid. The contracts this side 
of Chester, 8. C., will next bé given ont, and 
by early next spring hundreds cf hands will be 
at work breaking dirt around Athens. This 
road is one of the strongest corporations in the 
south.

THE THOMASVILLE AND TALLAHASSEE ROAD.

The laying of rails on the 
tirst section of five miles from Carrabelle on 
the T. T. and G. railway was completed last 
Thursday afternoon.

THE EXTENSION OF THE GEOKGIA MIDLAND.

The Georgia Midland railroad has done a 
great deal for Columbus, and it can benefit the 
city still more, and benefit itself by so doing, 
at the same time. it would be well for Col- 
umbus, and for the Midland, if the road. wore 
extended to Athens. This was the original 
aim, and it should be carried out. The road 
would, by this extention, run through a fine 
section of country, develop some of the finest 
water power in the state, and make connec- 
tions with other roads, that would add very 
greatly to its business. The extension would 
cross the Georgia railroad at Covington, and 
would there make connection with Augusta.

You ean not make over ten bushels 
of wheat on an acre, yet with this corn you can 
make ten times that amount, in addition to an 
immense quantity of the best forage.”’ 

There are others besides Mr. Carr who are 
—— enthusiastic over this corn. 
_ Mr. J. T. McElraney, one of the most prom- 
inent farmers ir north Georgia, says: I have 
seen the corn, the flour and ate the bread, and 
that, you know, is gospel evidence. If the 
people out west have found it out, we have 

en buying the flour from them, for I can’t 
tell it from ordinary wheat flour, and I don’t 
believe any other man can. 

G. R. Ng planted a small patch last 
year, and had some of it ground at our mills. 
{t grinds in wheat mills, and goes on through 
the bolt ; the advantage is, it has no smut, and 
we will need no smutters when it drives wheat 
out of this country, as I think it will eventu-

he yield of this corn is astonishing, and 
produces twice as much fodder to the -acre as 
ordinary corn. 

Mr. Kobert Hayes. of this vicinity, planted 
asmall patch of Brazilian flour corn last 


spring, and makes a very favorable report of | 


his experiment.- He planted only about one 
fifteenth of an acre, and from this he gathered 
five bushels of corn. The grain is planted and 
cultivated the same as common Indian corn, 
except that the numerous sprouts or suckers 
that branch out from the root, of which there 
are usually from five to fifteen, are left stand- 
ing, for these produce much of the grain. 
Three or four grains are planted in each hill, 
but only- one stalk is allowed to grow, but 
these, with the suckers, generally fill ont the 
space allowed them.. The ears grow from the 
sides of the main stalks and fromthe top or 
point of the suckers, and the numberin the 
hill varies with the number of suckers. Mr. 
Hayes gathered fourteen good ears from a sin- 
gle hill. The ears are from six toten inches 
long, anda little smaller than the common 
yellow corn. The grains are flat, rather short, 
and milk white. 

And arémarkable fact is that, while the 
flour of the corn makes excellent biscuits, the 
bran makes as good corn bread as the best In- 
dian corn, and the seconds or shorts make 
good batter cakes. 

Mr. George W. Crenade, a neighbor of Mr. 
Hayes, also raised.a small quantity of this corn 
last year, and is enthusiastic in its praise, and 
both agree that it is much surer and far more 
productive than Indian corn. They will give 
the Brazilian a thorough trial] this season, and 
advise others todo the same. They are confi- 
dent that on good land. properly fertilized and 
cultivated, and with average seasons, this corn 
will yield from eighty to-one hundred bushels 
to the acre, besides a very heavy crop of fodder.

C.: As Ehave already derived 
so much benefit and erent many pleasant hours in 
the Kingdom, in return I would like to contribute 
my mite, hoping that some one will be benefite 1 
thereby. I would like for all the sisters to know of 
Scan’s preservative powder, which can be bought of 
W. L. Wristow, druggist, Charlotte, N. C. (Ido not 
intend this for an advertisement). Any kind of 
eciduous fruit and vegetables can be preserved for 
winter use. It is the only powder or liquid that I 
have ever seen used that did not affect the taste, 
Air tight cans are not essential, though I use them, 
as they are more convenient. The powder is very 
cheap and the canning is very little trouble. I en- 
close a recipe for raised biscuit, which you can 
publish if you do not think it too long. 

Raise Biscuit Yeast —One medium size Irish po- 
tato, boiled and thoroughly mashed; one teacup of 
sugar, two cups of boiling water, two of cold water, 
one veast cake dissolved in warm water. Mix well 
and set in a warm p!<ce twelve hours before using. 
One guart flour, two cups boiled milk (let it cool 
before mixing), one tablespoon of lard in the hot 
milk, one egg, one cup of the above yeast. Mix in 
the morning if you wish them for supper, setin a 
warm place (not too warm); half an hour before 
time for baking take one quart flour, salt to taste, 
and a small quantity of soda sifted in the flour, 
make out into biscuits and let stand until light, 
bake as other biscuits. Keep the yeast in a warm 
place. If the directions are observed delightful bis- 
cuits will be the result.

After washing 
the churn in cold water, boiling water is poured in 
aud dash and churn allowed to stand a few seconds 
till thoroughly heated, Now pourfu the milk and 
butter will appear in five minutes aud in almost 
every case be ready to be taken upin fifteen min- 
utes. Having the milk atthe right temperature is 
the secret of making buiter come quickly. 

M. A. E., Franklin, Tenn.—I will give a few helns 
fornew housekeepers. When you haye a large 
quantity of fresh beef, take all the picces that wil! 
do to fry or that which we use to mako into old 
fashioned dried beef and prepare like frying for the 
table, slice and beat if tough) fry in lard until all 
the water is out, then putina stone jar acd cover 
well with warm (not hot) lard; if well seasoned it 
will keep until late in the spring. It is so nice to 
bave when unexpected guests come, as it only takes 
a few minutes to prepare for the table when wanted 
for use. Fresh sausage is very nice prepared the 
same way, but will keep much better if smoke.

Law is yery uncertain—especially 
grooded country. Sometimes a suit is lost in 
ne court and gained in another. The great 
of Kane versus Abel], Adam for plaintiff, 
Sve for defendant, is an illustration. Nor did 
é happen in the garden of Eden, as might be 
upposed from the sound of the names, but in 
Mountain county, which the inhabitants sup- 
6 to be a much finer place than the other. 

Down in Mountain county, settled by Irish 
gnain)y from Ulster, with a sprinkling from 
Connaught, the original manners and customs 
of the settlers are not only maintained by their 
descendants, but the Gaelic spirit of clannish- 
ness exists in full force. The old families 
have kept up the old stock by intermarriages, 
and the only things changed were the names, 
which were either corrupted or dropped their 
pretixes. Thus the MeMahons became 
the Mayhorns; the O’ Kanes the 
Kanes; the McAdams, the Adams; the Mac- 
Millens and the MacAbells, the Millens and 
the Abells. But their Highland-Keltic habits 

ltered through the Irish sieve, were preserved 
- their vigor. Between the two leading fami- 
lies, the Kanesand the Abells, there had been 
a bitter feud from the beginning. As the rest 
of the people were connected in one way or 
other, they took their sides, and, as they said, 
stud by the k’nexion.”’ Pretty far they car- 
ried it, too, One fellow, who was pufling the 
Abclils, was asked what connection he was. 
Well,” said he,‘*not so very cloast,but Clarke 
Abell he gave mé a bul] pup.’’ If a Kane mar- 
ried with an Abell, or vice versa, the woman 
jn the case was alopted in her husband’s fam- 
jly but cut off+from her own. But a single 
quarrel and a simple incident changed the cur- 
rent of affairs and brought abouta truce which 
may be considered a peace, leaving both par- 
ties in possession of the uti possidetis. 

As the eldest son ina straight line from the 
original Patrick, who had come tothis country 
from Ireland and had settled here under a land 
grant of a thousand acres, Peter Kane was the 
recognized head of the family. He was a good 
looking, childless widower, 32 years of age, 
very well-to-do and Jooked up to by his tribe, 
with whom his word was potential. He was a 
famous bear hunter and kept up a stock of 
curs, valuable for bettlidg with bruin, but 
worthless for any other purpose. Clarke Abell, 
who held a similar position among the Abells, 
was over 60 years old, tall, athletic and as 
straightasagun barrel. He did not look a 
day over 50, with his iron-gray hair and smooth 
face where the wrinkles had concentrated 
about the corner of the eyes.

He brought suit for 
damages; “for that he the party aforesad had 
detained the bar.’’ 

It wassome months afterthe event when 
the county court entered on its half-yearly 
session. In the meanwhile a little incident 
occurred, of the Romeo andiJuliet pattern, 
which complicated -matters. Abell’s only 
unmarried daughter was a goood looking 
young woman of 22, and, like her kinsfolk.

“They met by chance, the usual way,”’ 
again and again, and the old story, ever old 
and ever new, was told and listened to. Peter 
negiected the suit he had brought in one court, 
to prosecute a suit in another, and when the 
great case of Kane versus Abell came up be- 
fore the county court, Kane was absent bent 
on a final verdict in another suit, one of more 
importance, with a jury of one biased in his 

avyor. 

' The fame of this cause, the importance of 
the points involved, and the antagonism of the 
parties, brought a larze concourse to the county 
town. The day of the trial no living being 
could be seen; every one was in the court- 
house. But horses there were everywhere, 
tethered to the posts, pickets, porch-posts, and 
the swinging limbs of trees—horses of all kinds 
from the humble claybank farm drudge, tothe 
mettied and blooded roadster, and with a 
variety of saddles and bridles, net all saddled 
however, which was wonderful to see. 

The criminal business was first disposed of. 
Then came the civil calendar, and the case of 
Kane vs. Abell was called. The opening 
speech for plaintiff by Adam delivered in the 
Vernacular, was admirable.

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“Memorials of a Southern Planter.” 

This is the title of a singularly modest 
and unpretentious volume which has been 
sent to Tux Constitution for review, but 
its unique merits deserve to be treated with 
more consideration than is accorded in the 
brief and hurried newspaper notices that 
stand for literary criticism in thig country. 

In this volume we have what is probably 
the most valuable contribution that has been 
made to American literature since the war. 


If literature is that which relates most 


closely to life, then this book---‘‘The Mem- 
orials of a Southern Planter’’--is an almost 
perfect piece of literary work. We are not 
speaking of literary art—the art of style, of 
expression and of arrangement—but of 
literature in its result, which is the interpre- 
tation of life. 

Regarded from this point of view the 
volume is not only important, but unique; 
and we can most heartily commend it to 
the serious attention of the rising genera- 
tion, who know of plantation life at the 
south only by hearsay. There have been 
many attempts, in various dull novels and in 
other prosy publications, to give the world 
an insight into plantation life at the south. 
It has sometimes been done indirectly, as 
when Mr. Thomas Nelson Page lifts the 
eurtain on his inimitable negroes. But 
fiction that is indirect may be questioned by 
those who are not to the manner born. 

In this volume of memorials, however, 
the report is direct, complete and authentic. 
‘The southern planter, whose history is told, 
is the late Thomas S. Dabney, and the 
volume is from the pen of his daughter, 
Mrs. Susan Dabney Smedes. It is in the 
nature of a biography, and yet it is so differ- 
ent from the ordinary biographies that to 
class it with them is to do injustice to the 
most interesting book that has ever been 
printed about the south. 

In the character of Mr. Dabney, as is dis- 
closed in his correspondence, and unfolded 
in the reminiscent comments of his 
daughter, we are brought into almost inti- 
mate relations with a type of the southern 
planter and gentleman. Nothing is ex- 
aggerated, nothing is underrated; there is 
no talk about southerners and chivalry, no 
attempt to be either picturesque or grotesque. 
Asa result, the reader is charmed and 
delighted. We have here, in all their old- 
time simplicity, atrue record of the relations 
between master and slave, between father 
and children, between planter and neigh- 
bor. 
This exposition is more perfect because it 
The simplicity with which 
the details are set forth borders on the 
pathetic, and behind all this there is now 
and then a touch of humor that is little less 
than delicious. We pity the reader who 
can go through this book with dry eyes. No 
letter, no statement, no comment is un- 
interesting. Taken together, they go to 
make up the truest history of plantation life 
that has ever been written.

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Our Row With Morocco. 

The refusal of the sultan of Morocco to 
liberate certain prisoners who, under the 
treaty between the two countries, were en- 
titled to the protection of the United States, 
has placed our governmeut in an awkward 
position. 

It is understood that the sultan is acting 
under the advice of Spain, and that he has 
been promised the assistance of the Spanish 
navy. We are in no condition to bombard 
the ports of Morocco, and itis out of the 
question forustoattempt to handle the 
Spanish gunboats. The probability is that 
Secretary Bayard will, as soon as he under- 
stands the situation, address a dignified let- 
ter of apology to the sultan, informing him 
that our government has no rights which 
Morocco is bound to respect, and that we 
deeply regret the hasty action of our con- 
sul, who had the audacity to insist upon the 
enforcement of the treaty stipulations. 

Still, it is possible that the unexpected 
may come to pass. In that event, if we find 
that Spain is backing up Morocco, it will be 
in order for us to prepare to meet foemen 
worthy of our steel. At the outset it would 
go hard with us. The Spaniards would 
wipe out our navy, and bombard some of 
our seaboard cities. In the end, ho vever, 
the dons would get licked, and asa matter 
of course Cuba would fall to our share in 
the shape of a war indenmnity. 

If we had a vigorous foreign policy there 
would be a very pretty outlook just ahead, 
but we are not going to have such a policy 
if our present seeretary of state can prevent 
it.

'A Strange Fanatic.

A strange character died in England March 
12, 1654, just 204 years ago today. Lie was a man 
named Muggleton, and was the founder of a faith. 
The Mugglietonians were a sect that arose about the 
year 1651, and the teachers were John Reeve and 
Ludovic Muggleton, obscure men, but who claimed 
to huve the spirit of prophecy, Muggleton was a 
journeyman tailor. He professed to be the “month” 
of Reewe, as Aaron was of Moses. They affirmed 
themselves to be the ‘two witnesses”’ of Revelations 
xi. They asserted a right to curse al! who opposed 
them, and did not hesitate to declare eternal dam- 
nation against their adversaries. They favored the 
world with a number of publicatiogs, one of which 
—particularly directed to the parliament and com- 
monwealth of England and to his excellency the 
Lord General Cromwell—was entitled @ ‘“‘Remon- 
strance from the Eternal God.” The prophets were 
at that time imprisoned as nuisances in old Bride- 
well.

‘*‘Porte Crayon’s’”’ Career. 
From the Philadelpbia Record. 

General D. H. Strather, who died in Charles- 
ton, W. Va., on Tlu sday, was well k: own some 
thirty years ago under the non de plume of ‘Porte 
Crayon,” his discription of southern life, in Harper's 
Magazine, which he embellished with his own 
sketches, being very popularatthettime. For the 
past few years, however, be had figured but little as 
a writer. and since 1884 lived in comparative retire- 
ment in his Charleston home. The deceased was 
born in Virginia in 1816, bis father having served as

Later on, 
having proclaimed hiinself a northern sympathizer, 
he equipped at his own expense a company of Vir- 
ginia townsmnen, but when the decisive moinent 
came they joined the confederacy, and ‘Porte 
Crayon’’ hurried off by night to Washington. He 
was placed on General McClellan's staff, and upon 
that commander’s departure for the James river 
went with General Pope and later accompanied 
General Banks to New Orleans and on the Red river 
expedition. In 1877 he was appointed consul general 
to Mexico by President Hayes, a position he retained 
for seven years. m

A Story of the Late Civil War by an Eye- 
Witness of the Cecurrence, 
Dixie in Washington Post. 
It was in the early part of the late war, in, 
I think, the second year. Our armies (the confed-

| ple of the south were afterward to be reduced. The 


dearth of menin Richmond made it necessery to 
employ a large force of women in the various de- 
partments of the government, a great many of them 
refugees, and many from the oldest and wealthiest 
of southern aristocratic families, 

The treasury department occupied on Broad 
street in Richmond, a large store, and in that store 
a number of ladies were occupied in numbering 
and signing ccucon bonds, and othersin signing 
and numbering the one and two dolar notes with 
which the contederacy was flooded. 

One afternoon there wasa rumor in Richmond 
that a body of disorderly women and boys had as- 
sembled on the Capital square, clamoring for bread. 
It was asverte! that -Governor Letcher and the 
mayor of the city had addressed them in th inter- 
est of law and order, and premised them relief. 

But as yet little was known fer certain, and I 


| gave the rumor little thought, as I walked up Broad 
| Street the next morning toward the department, now 


only a few squares off, 

“Bread, bread;. give us bread!’ amid a pandemo- 
nium of yells, startled me. 

As I turned in alarm, a scene met my eyes that I 
will not soon forget. 

Pouring out of a side street a motley crowd of 
women and boys surged up in my wake to the very 
building that was my goal. It was a striking and 
unique sight—not a man yisible, but every woman 
in the city seemed to be there, yelling for cread. 

For me to be thus the unwiiting leader of a mob 
was anything but a pieasant sensation, and, basicn- 
ing my steps, I reached the Ce; artment just before 
it wes closed againstthe mob, Halting in front of 
the building they vainly sought to force an en- 
trance. Fearing that they might have firearms our 
chief had given orders that the ladies should keep 
clear of the windows, But Mother Eve’s vice got 
the better of us, and we eagerly watched the crowd 
as they battered at the Coors, at the same time de- 
manding that the money should be given upto them 
Foiled in their attempt to obtain the govern- 
ment’s currency, they turned their attention to 
otter more accessible plunder. 4 A milliners, 
shop and a shoe store were quickly sacked and thei 
contents appropriated. Decked with the unlawful 
spoil, they next proceeded to break in a bakery ard 
appease their famished stomachs by emptying the 
fiour into the streets and trampiing the bread be- 
neath their feet. While employed in this congenial 
occupation they were interrupted by the arrival ofa 
detachment of soldiers sent by rie governor to dis- 
perse the rioters. The troops opened fire with blank 
cartridges, with no other effect than causing a Jaugh 
and jeers from the mob, who seemed amused. The 
plundering continued, and thire seemed no way of 
dispersing them without using bullets, which the 
soldiers were unwilling todo. Finally, by charging 
with the bayonets, the military managed to 
stampede the crowd wit? out, however 
wounding any of them. They returned to their 
homes and gave no further trouble. To the credit 
of the women of the south, itshould be said that 
the women who inspired the riot, though in the 
south, were not of it, but the wives principally of 
foreigners, who, when the war broke out, went 
north, leaving their wives to carry on their market 
rardensand shops in Richmond, and thereby save 
their property. The leader of the riot, a market 
gardener, was said to be worth $10,000 in gold. 
Many of the participants were known to be almost 
as rich, but their victims were reduced to poverty. 
The leader of the ricters-was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiiry. It was thoughtin Richmond that it was 
concocted with a view of making the cause of the 
confederacy appear more desperate than it then 
wes, and thereby bringing it in discredit both at 
home and abroad.

GEORGIA TO RUSSIA. - 


Cotton Seed Sent from Atlanta to 
the Domains of the Czar. 


General Young on the Cotton-Growing Sec- 
tions of Russia—Five Thousand 
Miles to Market, Etc. 

Within the past few days the Mark W. 
Johnson Seed company, of this city, has sold 
to the czar of all the Russias two hundred 
bushels of cotton seed. This seed is to be used 
jn the promotion of the cotton-growing indus- 
try of Russia’s Asiatic provinces, and in another 
year Georgia seed will be bearing fruit in the 
regions about the Caspian sea. 

The order came from M. Routkowsky, tech- 
nfogical agent of the Russian government at 
Washington city, and the seed was shipped to 
tLe Russian vice-consul at New York, to be by 
him forwarded to Europe. 

The factthat cotton is grown in Russia 
tends to givesome ideaof the vast extent of 
the Russian empire. The name Russia brings 
to the mind of the average American reader 
visions of St. Petersburg and Moscow as they 
are usually pictnred, with snow and ice évery- 
where. Tothink of cotton growing in that 
same Russia will seem tothat reader an ab- 
gurdity. 

But it does grow in Russia, and with proper 


facilities Russia would be one of the foremost 


cotton-growing countries in the world. 

» General P. M. B. Young, § who was consul- 
general at St. Petersburg, is probably the best- 
posted man in this country upon the subject of 
the cultivation of cotton in foreign lands. 

“Oh, yes, there is considerable cotton grown 
in Russia,” he said toa representative of Tue 
ConstTiITuTION. “It is grown in the region to 
the far southeast of St. Petersburg, in the pro- 
vinces bordering upon the Aral and Caspian 
seas. i think the greatest amount is grown in 
Turkestan and Bokhara. ‘There is a section of 
country fuily as large as Georgia, South Caro- 
lina, Florida and Alabama combined and with 
aclimate very much like that of Georgia, 
probably a little warmer than Georgia in sum- 
mer. Here cotton has been raised for many 
years, buton asmall seale. The trouble is 
that there never have been any facilities for 
transporting their cotton. You see they are 
six thousand miles from St. Petersburg and 
about five thousand from Moscow,which is the 
market. Now that the Trans-Caspian railway 
has been finished through to Merv, it is likely 
that an attempt will be made to cultivate cot- 
ton on a much larger scale.’’ 

“What is the quality of the cotton raised 
there now ?”’ | 

“The greater part is black seed or long 
staple cotton, and of a rather inferior quality. 
] have, however, seen upland cotton, of ex- 
cellent quality, from Bokhara. The induce- 
ments for going into the business have not, 
until now, been very strong. I refer particu- 
larly to transportation facilities. Think of 
carrying your fcotton 700 or 800 miles, on 
the back of mules, before reaching a public 
conveyance, and then thousands of miles be- 
fore reaching a market! Not much poetry 
about that sort of work, is there ?’’ 

“T Jearned a good deal about their method of 
raising cotton fro:a the brother 6i the sultan 
of Bokhara, a great chief who came to St. Pe- 
tersburg on some mission to theeczar. He 
came te see me, and through the medium of 
two interpreters, We managed to carry on a 
lively conversation.. I judged from what he 


“ told we that the cultivatiou of cotton is car- 


ried on in a very small way; that each farmer 
had his little patch of a few acres. 
He sells or trades the productof his field to 
the trader of the neighborhood, and he for- 
wards it on mules towards Moscow. It is 
packed in round bales of probably two hund- 
red and fifty pounds each. This ambassador, 
with whom I talked, told me that he lived six 
hundred miles from a railway, and when, in 
response to an invitation to visit him, I asked 
how long the journey would take, he said that 
if everything was favorable I could reach his 
home thirty days after I left St. Petersburg.”’ 

‘‘Ilave they any gins, or how dothey clean 
their cotton?’ 

‘In most places—or many of them, at least 
—the seed fs picked out by hand. They have 
also small hand gins. This Bokhara chief 
was greatly surprised when Ltold him of the 
magnitude of the cotton industry of the Uni- 
ted States. He said that they were anxious to 
get Ameriean seed and, if possible,experienced 
Americans to superintend the wok and in- 
struct the natives in the more civilized meth- 
I talked with him at length about 
country and its products.

| A VERY DULL WEEK 


Owing to the Stoppage of Trade by the Great 
Storm. 

New Yorx, March 16.—The following is an 
extract from R.G. Dun & Co.’s weekly re- 
view of trade: 

The paralysis of business here, the stoppage of 
communication and mails throughout the eastern 
states, and the costly conditions under which the 
scanty business of the past two days has been trans- 
acted, make statistical comparisons for the moment 
of yalue. It would not be far from right to reckon 
an entire week’s business as lost throughout the re- 
gion most affected by the unprecedented storm. A 
statement of iron furnacesin blast March Ist is of 
especial significance. The weekly output of anthra- 
cite and bituminous iron was 97,940 tons, against 
193,901 February ist, and 130,487 November Ist. 
Ciearly, iturnaces which were forced to 
stop by strikes in the coal regions bave 
blown out, and the report as to.  clar- 
coal and iron, though still incomplete, 
shows there has been some shrinkage in that branch 
also. A decrease of 5% per cent of in the month and 
25/4 per cent since November in the quantity of tron 
produced, implies a change of Jarze importance in 
many branches of manufacture. Prices for the best 
erades of pig are unchanged, but offers of all other 
grades cont.nue at concessions, The priccs of man- 
ufactured iron are unsettled, not only by wes‘ern, 
but by foreign competiiion, foreigu iron being of- 


at Philadelphia. Coal deeliics 20 cents again, 
through stoeks are light. ‘ihe Lehigh strike, a‘ter 
six,smonths of suffering, ends in the defeat of the de- 
mand for higher wages. 

With transportation arrested, no indications of 
value are oftained, as to textile manuractures, or in 
the dry .oods trade, but prices have yielded no fur- 
ther and the “lullin cotten goods,’ it is stated, 
“causes no uncasiness.’’ The strike at the Wam- 
sutta mills has ended inan agreement, and a de- 
cline of an eighth occursin raw cotton, Lotwith- 
standidg the large exports in Febrtary. In other 
markets few changes of importance are noted, 
though the complaint of duliness becomes more 
general, 

The railroad strike at the west spreads the other 
roads, though the Burlington appears to have over- 
come its difficulties, and is said to have agreed 
to an advance in_ rates, Its heavy 
ofa half millionin earnings ior January before the 
strike began shows how important to many roads at 
the west is a settlement of their quarrels, but the 
New York Ceutral’s earnings show a deficit for the 
first quarter, and the general tendency is toward a 
reduction of profits. Reports received from inte- 
rior points show a continuance of trade. Demand 
is fair for the season at most cities, with a slight im- 
provement at twoor three, but with complaints at 
many. At Detroit it is observed that dealers in 
lower Michigan tind collections from the farmers 
unsatisfactory, and the output of goods is not large. 
At Cleveland there issome closeness in money and 
slowness in collections, But the general tenor of 
reports does not indicate a scarcity of. money in the 
interior cr unusual delay in settlements,

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S ANSWER. 

The attorney-general has transmitted his 
answer to the speaker asking him in reply to 
Mr. Clements’s resolution, calling for informa- 
tion 1elative to the payment of employees of 
juternal revenue service out of judiciary ap- 
propriations. Mr. Clements, in his resolution, 
sets forth that the attorney-general, in his last 
annual report, states that a fund used by the 
commissioner of internal revenue, in the in- 
vestigation of frauds, has been largely re- 
duced, and the service of the bureau has, to a 
limited extent, drawn upon the judiciary 
appropriation in the matter of making arrests 
of illicit distilleries. The attorney-general is, 
therefore, called upon to state by what author- 
ity of law any portion of the judiciary appro- 
priation has been used in paying employes 
of revenue agents. 

In response the attorney general states that 
the unusual expenses necessary in making ar 
rests of illicit distillers have been made in the 
northern districts of Georgia and Alabama and 
in the districts of North and South C. rolina. 
The authority granted to a marshal was to pay 
sufficient deputies to aid the revenue officers 
in making arrests, that to employ persons to 
guide them to the hiding places of illicit dis- 
tiJlers in the mountains, where they could not 
be found. The authority was given under 
section 846 revised statutes, as amended extre- 
ordinary expenses in executing laws of the 
During 1887 $624 was fixed as 
the limit in Georgia, $500 in South Carolina 
and $2,800 in North Carolina. The attorney 
general concluded by stating he bas no know}l- 
edge that instructions have been misunderstood 
or violated.

SAVANNAH’S ARTESIAN WATER. 


The City Being Filled With Artesian 


Wells. 

Savannau, Ga., March 16.—[Special.]— 
Savannah no longer uses river water. Its arte- 
sian supply is adequate in itself. Savannah 
has now fourteen artesian wells at the water- 
works, and four more are being bored. Ten of 
the fourteen are six inches in diameter. One 
is a four-inch well and three are ten inches in 
diameter. The wells that are connected up 
furnish six million gallons of water a day. 
Superintendent Miller estimates that is about 
the quantity of water used daily in the city 
during the summer months. From the four 
that are being bored it is expected that fully 
one million gallons more will be obtained per 
day. Last summer the city used nearly six 
million a day, and during the early part of the 
hot season the wells had to be helped ont with 
an additional supply from the river. Since 
last September, however, ncthing buat pure 
artesian water has been sent through the mains. 
Eighteen wells, if they hold out, will farnish 
au ample supply of water for this year. The 
wells cost about $1,000 apiece,

The Com- 
mission say that alum is undoubtedly a hurt- 
fult salt, and that the resu!tant salts from its 
combination with soda as formed in the bread 
can scarcely be less hurtful.

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ANOTHER FUSILADE. 


Firing by Unknown Parties on J. A. Kim- 
zey—News of Another Tragedy. 
From the Ellijay, Ga , Courier. 

Another seismic racket has disturbed the 
polar regions of moonshine circles up in this 
county. 

On last Tuesday morning Mr. James A. 
Kimzey was traveling along the Amicolola 
a! near the county line of Dawson, about 
seventeen miles from Ellijay, down in the gap 
near the residence of Mrs. Langston, a widow 
lady. Suddenly he was fred upon from the 
bushes at the roadside by some parties un- 
known tohim. Ten shots were fired at him, 
the first two being ashotgun, the remaining 


‘eight from pistols,and two of which took 


effect in his right leg and shoulder. These 
were wounds froma shotgun, and the shot 
seemed to have been smal]. The wounds were 
thought to have been not fatal but painful. 

Mr. Clifton Pinion and his brother came to 
Ellijay on Tuesday afternoon and brought the 
news, and from them the Courier man obtain- 
ed the facts as herein given. He stated to us 
that he overtook Mr. Webb Findley and a Mr, 
Long who were traveling ina wagon hauling 
the wounded man. Pinion said Mr. Findley 
stated to him that he and Long were in about 
one-half mile of the shooting and heard the 
reports of the firearms, as also did Pinion. 
Findley told Pinion that Ramsey Fosset, who 
lives near by, saw the perpetrators of the deed 
and had told him (Findley) who they were. 
Fosset saw themé‘in persuit of Kimzey just be- 
fore the shooting. Mr. Findley declined to 
tell Pinion who they were, as he “did not 
wish to tell whe the parties were.”’ Findley 
and Long had just come along the road and 
found Kimzey lying in the road shot as above 
Stated, and puthim in their wagon to haul 
him to some neighbors’ house. The Pinions 
had overtaken them and learned the above 
facts as stated. 

This unfortunate occurrence adds another 
crime to the fatalities of revenue matters and 
moonshine life. Mr. Kimzey isason of Mr. 
W. W. Kimzey, of Diamond, and is a brother 
tothe young man who was killed in the 
Woody-Findley row that occurred in 1884. 

Mr. Kimzey was accused of being a revenue 
reporter, and it was supposed this affair was 
the result of some revenge harbored by some 
moonshiner.

SAVANNAH’S HOTEL SITE. 
The Government Releases Its Hold Upon 
It. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 16.—{Special.|--To- 
night Captain Purse received a telegram from 
Mr. Norwood, saying that the government had 
released the barracks site and accepted the lots 
of Mr. J. H. Estill for the new government 
building. These lots are on Abercorn and 
York streets, and have a joint frontage of one 
hundred and twenty feet, and a depth 
of ninety feet. The site will not give 
the building a very good chance to exhibit 
itself, nor is it very convenient to the business 
houses, nevertheless the hotel syndiaate is re- 
joiced.

“There is 20 Immense amount of counterfeit 
money in general circulation,” he said yes- 
terday, “and arecent estimate by the secret 
service bureau puts the amount at not less 
than $40,000,000. 


“How did so much counterfeit ever get into. 


circulation 4g ie" 

“In the first place the counterfeiters are 
thoroughly organized. New York city has for 
g long time been headquarters for the profes- 
gion in the United States, and their agents are 
scattered allover the country. These agents 
are all shrewd, sharp business amen, and when 
they “do” a place the first step is to get the 
names of all people in that place 
to whom they’ think it worth 
while to write. They keep a special lookout 
for people in straightened circumstances, peo- 
ple with mortgages hanging over them, and 

ple unable to meet some peculiar demand 
Pe ready cash. That list is sent on to New 
York, and many and _skillfal are the ay to 
rd their mail. The letter usually passes 
rough three or four hands before it reaches’ 
headquarters. ‘Then a circular letter is sent to 
éachi rae named on the list. It usually 
: piv:

feit. Ifyou take °10) or less we will furnish it at 30 
cents on the dollar, or it more at 20, 15 or 10 ceats, 
depending on the amount.” ae 

“Now, the agent takes care to make his list 
yery complete, and by no means all on his list 
are god subjects for the counterfeiter, But 
allare written to, and the estimate is that 
twenty per cent of those addressed reply to the 
circular letter. 

“When the answers reach New York thoy 
are read by counterieit experts. Now,wheiher 
you can read a man’s character by his hand- 
writing, or whether you can get at his intent 
or purpose by merely examining that letter I 
can't say. 


that there is one old man in New York 
who glances at those letters and classifies them 
almost at a glance, just as he would separate a 
package of bank notes if fives, and tens, and 
tsventies were all mixed together. The letiers 
are marked N. G., G. G., or O. K.: The first 
Means that it won’t pay to answer. It may be 
from a sheriff, or detective, or it may be simply 
doubtful, but these letters are tossed into the 
scrap basket. The G. G. people are in earn- 
est at the time, but they are not prudent or 
reliable. 
pot, aud those that are answered aro invariably 
duped. You have seen these advertisements 
for shoes, or investment companies, printed 
somewhat in imitation of a green back. 
The counterfciters ‘answer the letter, and 
the dupe goes down to the express ofjice for his 
©. O. LD. package. A roll of these advertise- 
ments, neatly folded and carefully wrapped, is 
handed to the fellow. He pays themoncy and 
hurries off. Not one in a hundred will ever 
gay anything aboutit, and the counterfeiiers 

‘ket the money. The O. K. letters will do 
totrust. ‘The letter is answered, and he is in- 
formed that ou a certain day, at a certain time, 
an agent will call upon him. personally and 
make a ‘‘deal,’’ or ‘*dicker.’’ with him. At 
the appointed time and place—provided the 
agent continues to think the man is acting in 
good faith—a square dealis made. The agent 
takes genuine money as pay for counterfeit.’’ 

“What about those agents?” 

“They are mighty sharp people, and include 
allclasses. Bankers have dealt in it, and mil- 
lionaires have made their start by touching it. 
‘Shoyin’ the queer’ pays enormous proiits if 
luck ison your side. Those traveling agents 
take some profession which they use as a blind 
—obtain, for example, a real position witha 
well known house, or travel for a fictitious 
house, or pretend to represent good houses 
when they do not. ITtailroad men have often 
leen known to be in the gang, and are espec- 
jally useful. Then the stationary agents in- 
clude lawyers, dectors, politicians, and in fact 
almost every profession.’’ 

“And making counterfeit 

“Making as they do, such enormous profits, 
they can afford to pay forthe most elegant 
workmanship. The finest engravers and prin- 
tersare secured, and it is admitted for exam 
ple that the counterfeit #5 note on the Tra- 
ders National bank, of Chicago, which made 
its appearance about two years ago in the 
west, is greatly superior in point of workman- 
ship and tinish to the bona fide note. Those 
plates and presses were captured, but so ex- 
cellent was the counterfeit that over $200,000 
is still in circulation.’’ 

“Well, how does the government prevent 
that ?”’ 

“In a variety of ways. The paper for ex- 
ample—the Wilcox fibre—is hard to imitate- 
and if you ever hold a genuine bill up to the

light you will see fibres, like hairs, scattered 


through the paper. Then some genuine bills 
are marked by a thread, and this also is hard 
toimitate. Then the ink is manufactured ex, 
pressly for the purpose. Than it’s hard to 
make counterfeit signatures free and flowing, 
and the human figures, and so forth, as 
finished and artistic as the real. 
the most infallible way is to notice carefully 
that ‘‘counter,’’ or delicate lace work around 
cures onthe bill, Notice that each Lill 
has iS peculiar pattern. Thatis done by the 
geometric lathe. The lathe werks on the 
principle of a kalcidoscope—you turn a screw 
Give it another turn 
and it makes ancther pattern, but it never 
makes the same pattern twice. So choosing 
& suitable device, there is no earibly 
Way for a counterfeiter to get it except by tak- 
ing an actual impression. Even if he had the 
identical lathe he covldn’t make that pattern 
again. Now, ifhe does, that work. by hand 
Some lines must be deeper than others; and 


especialiy where two lines intersect any irregu- | 


larity can be detected by watching those 
minute angles. It is impossible to do the work 
by hand so perfectly by hand that 
an expert cant tell it, though 
nearly every other obstacle has 
been overcome by the counterfeiters. But it’s 
an €asy matter to get the outlines, and then fill 

with a geometric iathe, though it is simply 
iinpossible to do that perfectly. Forexampie, 
take that line of lozenge-shaped spaces: on a 
genuine bill. Now, supposing the counterfeit- 
er gets the figures exactly right, the size is 
guess-work, and when you consider that forty 
or fifty of those circles must come, one within 
the other, and the figures faust fit, corner to 
corner, it isan impossibility, though wonder- 
ful approximations have been made.” 

‘And who makes then?” 

“Charlie Ulrich, and Brockaway, and Pete 
McCarty do the best. Ulrich is the smartest 
ofall. They have all served terms and are all 
out now, and secreted in Prussia.

What Was Done in the Various Departments 
Yesterday.

The County Courthouse. 


Two COURTS WERE sitting in the county 
courthouse yesterday, but nothing of any great 
importance was done. 

The case of Mrs. Fannie Morefield ys. the 
city of Atlanta was tried yesterday in the su- 
perior court.
